u As the ilays lengthen the cold 
.strengthens," says tlio old and rather 
lame couplet. Tn some Irish* counties the 
distress previous to tlio advent of 
winter was extreme. What it may be 
now in the sharp and biting weather of 
the lengthening days of .January can 
only be conjectured. The dispatches 
report entire counties on the verge of 
famine. It is useless now to speculate 
upon the causes that have led to the 
direful condition of the Green Isle. If 
you see a man struggling for dear life 
in the water you do not stop to inquire 
bow he got there. But you put out a 
hand, or throw him a plank, or toss oil' 
your coat and plunge in tn the rescue. 
The Irish peasantry lire perishing for 
wnut of food. Moral lectures don't sit 
well on empty stomachs. Save them 
first and admonish them afterwards — 
that is, if you think they require ad- 
monition. In times of plenty the 
working-classes are prone to careless- 
ness with their earnings: hut when tlio 
wolf howls about their doorsteps kind- 
hearted people who have been moro 
provident .sally forth and drive the 
dread beast away. Remote as .this 
Province in from the scene of distress 
she can still do something to aid tlio 
famishing Irish. For the amateur 
performance shortly to ho given in aid 
of that suffering race wo hope everyone 
will buy at least, a ticket, A dollar 
looks as large as a ear! wheel in the 
eyes of a starving man. 

While on the subject of the Irish re- 
lief we naturally drift back to the 
recent controversy over the respective 
circulations of the city papers. The 
offer of The Colonist carriers, which 
would have secured £100 to the local 
Irish relief committee, was not ac- 
cepted by the Standard. St is now as 
«er ted that tho Standard people did not 
respond to the challenge because they 
are opposed to the object to which it 
was proposed to donate the forfeited 
§100. One of their number is report- 
ed to have said they do not be- 
lieve that the reports of distress in 
Ireland are genuine, and that that was 
the reason why the challenge was not 
accepted. Very well, then, will the 
Standard have the goodness to indi- 
cate one (or all) of the local charities in 
whose interest it would wish to have 
the circulation matter decided. There 
are the two orphan asylums, the three 
hospitals, or tin; Benevolent Society. 
Should he deposit his money he may 
take his choice. 

THE RUSSO-GEIuFaN THOU ELK. 

In the light of the late insult offered 
by Russian hosts to German guests on 
the frontier, it is interesting to note 
the German defences on the (frontier. 
Those have been erected on a gigantic 
scale and their present condition indi- 
cates a state of preparedness for attack 
which few would have imagined, fn 
a recent communication in the Austrian 
Military Gazette by Captain Kntcir 
hanni'.k, of the Austrian general staff, 
the writer shows that the defensive 
line of Germany, formed by the rivers 
Pregel, Vistula, Netzc, Warthe and 
Oder, " is not exceeded in strength by 
any other 'on the European continent." 
The actual strength of this line, more- 
over, has been greatly increased by the 
fortifications which the Germans have 
since 1871 been uninterruptedly erect- 
ing on it, paving the cost out of the 
French indemnity. The permanent 
entrenched camp of Konigsberg is an 
imposing example of the modern art of 
fortification, and even more care has 
been bestowed on Potcn and Thorne. 
Tho shortest road to the heart of Ger- 
many crosses the line between these 
towns, and the Russians could not ad- 
vance in this direction without attack- 
ing Thorne, which Prussian engineer 
officers have during the last six years 
been laboring to convert into a fortress 
of tho first-clasB. The weakest point 
of German defence is Upper Silesia, 
where there are scarcely any natural 
obstaelos to an invador, and it'is to this 
point that a Russian invading armv

THE COST OF HER MAJESTY'S 
SHIPS. 

The return of dockyard and -ship 
buildingnccountscontailia sonic interest- 
ing facts as to the cost of pai'tieular 
ships. ] t is clear from some of these 
figures that it is no easy matter, con- 
sidering the market value of a modern 
war ship, to maintain a powerful lleet, 
regularly supplying with now construc- 
tion the annual waste by wear and 
tear, without spending huge sums of 
money. And every year frho cost of 
shipbuilding and the cost of repairs 
grow larger. The introduction of steel 
as a material for 'building has greatly 
contributed to this increase, as we may 
gather from the .sums shown to have 
been expended up to tho 31st March, 
1878, upon tin; "Iris" and "Mercury," 
two unarmoured steel despatch vessels, 
cfsonie 3,700 tons/each. The "Iris" 
had already cost \£ 188,471, and she 
was still incomplete, while her sister 
ship, the "Mercury," had absorbed 
4'J58,§78.

To return the 
deposits without an explanation is, to say 
the least, a most cavalier manner of treat- 
ing thoso who put sufficient faith in the 
good intentions of the Government to 
send in bids.

A Vkuy Sad Bkuuavument. — IMv.J.wl 
Williams, M. P.P. for this city, has just 
sustained a very sad bereavement in the 
sudden death of his eldest son, William. 
The poor boy, who was nearly 15 years of 
age, about twelve months since, whilst 
playing in his father's barn, fell from one 
of the rafters and sustained certain in- 
juries which gave no cause for alarm at 
the time. Ever since tho accident, how- 
ever, he had complained moro or. loss of 
deafness in one ear and pains in his head, 
but no serious apprehensions were 
felt by his parents as to the state of his 
health. On Monday last he attended 
school as usual and at noon when he came 
home he complained of having a pain in 
his head. Thinking, however, that there 
was nothing serious tho matter with him 
he went to school again in tho afternoon.

Stealing to Provont Starving. 

BaltI-UOKE, Dee. 20. The death by 
starvation ruul neglect of three young 
children on Chrislufas night was 
brought to light hero to-day, through 
the sad story of John E, Simpson, who 
was arrested for stealing a number, of. 
lint irons from a woman in the north- 
western section of tiie city. The man, 
who was in tho hist stagen of consump- 
tion, and .seemed to bo completely pros : . 
tratcd, told the following terribly .tale- 
of suffering, all the circumstances, 'of 
which have been carefully verified by 
the police. He said that he had been 
out of work for months. His three 
young children fell sick when he had 
not the means of providing for them,; 
and he was compelled to listen to their' 
piteous cries for food. Driven to des- 
pair Christmas night by the sufferings 
of the little ones, he rushed from his 
miserable home, entered the house of 
the woman, and stole the irons, which 
he sold to get medicine and food fov 
the sick children. All three since 
died, their death, without doubt, being 
brought on by exposure and tho want 
of ordinary food and medicine. The 
father, who was himself almost" pros- 
trated from hunger, was committed for 
the action of the Grand Jury, which 
at least insures his being taken care of 
for the present. Tho woman from 
whom the irons wero stolen, with as- 
tonishing want of humanity, is' deter- 
mined to prosecute the unfortunate, 
man,' although ho wept to- herjaftef the 
death of his children and before she 
discovered his crime, and confessed his 
guilt, promising to make restitution.

THE LA CENTER HORROR. 

Full Details of tho Fatal Disaster of 
tho Sta inst.-List of tho Sill- 
. edLana Wounded/ 

, „ Ills] t ■ i, 

Mr.. .Wi'^H. 1 JPeter, 1 of .'' La Center, 
writes to tho Oretjoniiui .'tho following 
full account of the recent disaster at 
the school-house in that neighborhood: 

Twenty-four persons, including the 
teach er,. Mrs. A. E. Bopcr, two visit- 
ors and twenty-one scholars, were in 
the ill-fated house. The sohool-houso 
had lately bedn built, 20 by 21 feet, 
and after consultation it was thought 
that thero 'waa.but.one tree that could 
possibly reach the house, but outlast 
Friday at T 2 o'clock, while Mrs. Ro- 
per, with her happy little band of 
pupils} were consuming the frugal meal 
comfortably around a warm stove in 
the centre of the house, that one iden- 
tical tree came down across the house 
with a crash, tearing, mashing and 
broaking tho house and stove into a 
million fragments, killing two children, 
badly wounding three; besides injuring 
the remainder present. The tree came 
with such force that all in the house 
'were knocked sonsoless. Frank Briggs 
was the first to recover from uncon- 
sciousness — and aroused the teacher 
and larger boys. Mr. Lawton 

>i . SEEING THE TREE FALL 

Was soon there, and with his assist- 
ance the largo boys carried water to 
quench the fire that had caught from 
the stove, and thus saved the children 
from burning to death until assistance 
could be had. 

Mr. John W. Bartlett had eight 
children at school, two of whom were 
killed. Three aro thought to bo mor- 
tally wounded, two slightly and. one 
unhurt. Alice, his eldost daughter, 1'8 
years old, received quite an injury on 
the face and shoulders. Ruth, aged 14 
years, is reported as having her Hkull 
injured, her shoulder blade broken, her 
lower limbs badly bruised and burned 
— the tree falling across her thighs, 
and being burned by tho fire before 
extinguished. She is considered con- 
valescent. The treo was sawed twice 
before Ruth, could be extricated. 
Emma, aged 12, escaped with but 
slight injury. Elmer, aged 13, 

WAS HOltnillLY MUTILATED, 

Having 25 square inches of scalp taken 
off the top of his head, his face terribly 
.scratched and othorwiso dangerously 
hurt — inwardly. Elmer, after receiv- 
ing these wounds, walked half a mile 
home. His own fathor replaced tho 
seal]) and sewed it to its proper place, 
and he is doing well and will likely re- 
cover. Olive, aged 9 years, was sup- 
posed to have been instantly killed, as 
she was directly under the tree and 
ruibish, and was never heard to speak 
afppr.the crash. Milton,^ged 8 years, 
received a severe cut over the loft eye 
and ear, and had his left side, leg and 
arm burnt to a blister. Alex, 7 years 
old, was taken out from under the tree 
and debris dead, after all the rest wero 
safe from tho ilaiues. The father of 
tho child sent to the house to ascertain 
where his son was, and finding no Alex 
at„the house whore he was supposed to 
have gone, gave another search in the 
fatal wreck for his lost child, and ho 
was found as nbovo stated. He was 
heard to cry some time during the ex- 
citement, which leads us to believe he 
was 

NOT KILLED INSTANTLY. 

Clara, aged 5, received but few 
scratches, and is considered not hurt. 

Mr. M. Anderson had four children 
at school, all of whom were hurt but 
none badly. W. A. Johnson also, had 
five children in tho ill-fated school- 
house,- but they seem not to be danger- 
ously hurt — his littls daughter Clara 
had. her face scarred and one tooth 
knocked 6ut. S. H. Dyer's son, aged 
H, wasHio only child not scratched or 
hurt in the house. Mr. Charles An- 
derson and ''Otis Harrald stepped in 
only a few .moments before the acci- 
dent, arid t Hey were both severely hurt, 
and the writer is informed that Har- 
rald is dangerously so. Mrs. Roper 
findaftbat-she: has only a sprained 
wrist- f-';Dr. Smith-says everything is 
working well, 1 and the chances are that 
Ruth, Elmer and Milton will recover.

A Quoor Houso. 

An eccentric Englishman has re- 
.p6ntly''i briilt a house in tho quarter 
Tivoli" for the residence of himself,

RUSSIA AND FRANCE. 

Princo GoriaciiaSofE on tho Treaty of 
Berlin. 

R'j'j [Intoniow in thu Paris Soldi. | 

After speaking of his ago, his un- 
availing desire to retire, his injunctions 
riot to be troubled with politics during 
his holiday, etc., the Prince disclaimed 
the slightest concern at the attacks of 
the Berlin papers. His policy had not 
varied for twenty-four years. He had 
always deprecated a prolonged weaken- 
ing of France as a deplorable fact in 
tho European concert, and to this ever- 
avowed opinion was doubtless solely 
due the hostility with which Prince 
Bismarck honored him. Whatever 
government existed in France he 
should enjoin on it great prudence in 
its relation with certain powers. As 
to his interviewer's suggestion of a 
coalition of Germany', Austria, and, 
possibly, Italy, against Russia and 
France, Russia had no fear of a war of 
invasion, but it was always well to be 
vigilant. A French fabulist had said, 
"Distrust is the mother of security." 
Ho felt no irritation at Prince Bis- 
marck's adoption of an economic policy 
detrimental to Russia, for he himself 
in'-his place. should probably have done 
the same, and he was bound to think 
solely of German interests. As to the 
Treaty of Berlin, neither he nor his 
colleagues fancied they had created a 
faultless prodigy in adopting its provi- 
sions ; but Russia had displayed great 
moderation and sincere lovo of peace, 
for which all impartial and well-dispos- 
ed men should give her credit. The 
German and Russian Emperors highly 
esteemed each other, and their affection 
would certainly suffice to smooth down 
the slight differences which might 
arise. The Prince, in conclusion, re- 
ferred to his profound love for France, 
of .which ho had given convincing 
proofs in late years. It was of the 
utmost importance that she should hold 
the place in Europe to which she had 
so many titles — important both for 
herself and all other nations ; for tho 
abdication of France would be treason 

against civilization.

Koarnoy and 'Washington. 

Washington, Jan. 10. — Denis Kear- 
ney, in his speech beforo the greenback 
labor delegates yesterday, said "you 
nuidstills and muttonheads of society, 
have been driven up year after year 
like sheep in California." Ho had 
formed a party to capture tho capitol, 
and they did it. He did not intend to 
uso big words, and he might as well 
say ho was a greenbaekcr, and that he 
believed that the directory of national 
banks should ^be sent to the lowest 
region of hell, and that then men, if 
they had the courage, should hang 
John Sherman for attempting to fill 
an office ho is not fitted for. [Loud 
applause.] .if 

At the night mass meeting Kearney 
repeated substantially' the same speech 
together with some characteristic re- 
marks on the Chinese question. These 
utterances wero much applauded. He 
also made a remark which seemed to 
be especially appreciated by the meet- 
ing, to tho effect that he wanted a 
dollar based upon a potato or a head 
of cabbage and not upon a bit of gold, 
which was only useful to stick in a 
woman's ear or a man's tooth.' 

After the meeting adjourned Kear- 
ney made another speech, beginning by 
announcing his readiness to lead a gang 
of men to Maine to oppose any troops 
which might be sent there. In the 
course of his tirade he advocated lynch 
law freely, used his threadbare adjec- 
tives and denounced John Sherman as 
a thief who would steal coppers from 
a dead man's eyes and then kick the 
corpse because they were not silver. 
"Fill my belly with potatoes," said he, 
"and I am a man. Give me a dollar 
based on a potatoo or a cabbage that 
will sustain life, and not a bit of gold 
only fit to stick in a woman's ears, and 
a man's tooth." At the close he dealt 
with the Chinese question and the pro- 
visions in relation to it in the new con 
stitution ot California. "If the Uni- 
ted States meddle with our constitu- 
tion," he cried, "we will lop off Califor- 
nia and form a solid west, and with a 
solid south we will whip the devil out 
of New England." 



.'I'jie Duko and Duchess of Buccleuch 
have been celebrating their golden 
wedding. The "bold Buccleuch" is the 
premier Duke of Scotland in wealth 
and social and political weight, though 
not in heraldic degree. He has beon 
a Conservative for half a century, was 
a member of Sir Robert Peel's Cabi- 
net, and has always subscribed large 
sums to the Conservative electioneer- 
ing fund. He is of immense wealth, 
lord of 4C0,000 acres, from which he 
draws a rental of .£230,000 per year. 
This stretch of territory seems petty, 
compared with the 'domains of the 
Duke of Sutherland, who is master 
of over '1,200,000 acres, but the greater 
part of this is heath and bare rock. 
The Duke of Buccleuch, as father of 
the Earl of Dalkeith, whom Mr. Glad- 
stone has ventured into tho heart of 
Mid-Lothian to encounter, will be no 
ordinary influence to overcome. Lord 
Rosebery, also of immense wealth, of 
the same shire, leads the fight bn Mr. 
Gladstone's side, and it is difficult to 
say how the struggle will , : end. ' Both 
speak with confidence, and both aro 
erecting "faggot voters."

A BYLAW 

2'<» Amend Bylaw No. 1 , for the. Protection 
of the City against Fire. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
amend the Bylaw " For the Protec- 
tion of tho City against Five," dated the 
third day of October, 18G2; 

Be IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Mayor 
and Corporation of the City of Victoria as 
follows: — 

1. Sections 7 and 10 of the said Bylaw 
are hereby repealed. 

2. The walls of all chiuinies shall not 
bo leas than four (4) inches in thickness, 
built of brick laid in good lime mortar, 
all joints being well (lushed. 

3. All flues shall be[pargottcd throughout ; 
the coating shall not be less than three- 
eighths of an inch in thickness. 

4 All outer joints of chimneys shall be 
Hat-jointed with strong lime mortar im- 
mediately after tho erection thereof. 

5. No joists, bond timber, or wood of 
any kind shall be allowed to enter or rest 
upon tho brick work of any chimney. 

(i. The tops of all chimneys shall be at 
least four feet from any woodwork. 

7. If any chimney shall be deemed by 
the Mayor and Council to be unsafo it 
shall be lawful for tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil to order the same to bo taken down, 
and it shall be the duty of the person 
owning the said chimney or occupying the 
house or promises whereon the same may 
be to take down such chimney within 
three days after he shall have been order- 
ed to do so. 

8. That any person guilty of any in- 
fraction of any of the provisions of this 
Bylaw, or of disobedience to any order 
made in pursuance horeof, shall, on con- 
viction before the Police Magistrate or 
other Justice of the Peace for the said 
City, forfeit, at the discretion of tho Po- 
lice Magistrate or Justice of the Peace 
convicting, a sum of money not exceeding 
§25 for each offence, together with the 
costs of proscpution, and in default of 
payment of any such lino, together with 
cost3 of prosecution, it shall be lawful for 
tho Police Magistrate or other Justice of 
the Peace convicting as aforesaid to issue 
his or their warrant to levy tho amount 
of fino and costs by distress and salo of 
the offender's goods and chattels, and in 
case no sufficient distress to satisfy the 
amount of fine and costs shall be found, 
it shall be lawful for the Police Magis- 
trate or Justice of tho Peace as aforesaid 
to commit the offender to the Common 
(jttol for any period not exceeding one 
month. 

9. This Bylaw shall be road and con- 
strued with tlje Bylaw hereinbefore men- 
tioned and l'ofcrrod to as one Bylaw, and 
may be cited for all purposes as "The 
Bylaw to Amend the Bylaw for the Pro- 
tection of the City against Fire."
